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1. First, It Is well that you become intimately 
familiar with the Immediate objective of the Free Albania 
Commit tea* They are the same aa fee objectives of your 
mission. In simple terms * toms which should govern your 
every a© blow at every turn - they are* 

a. To form a ©enter for all an 1 1- C ommun 1st forces 
in Albania. 

b. To organise those forces secretly Into one 
cohesive force that will b© capable of overthrowing 
the present Communist regime. 

It Is axiomatic that a campaign is best waged sod the pro- 
blems that may beset it best solved whenever the objective* 
of the battle are faithfully honored as guiding principles. 
Let the mission ©f the Free Albania Committee be your con- 
stant guide. 

2 . There are two main parts to the team mission. Both 
are clandestine and, as such, must be stealthy and passive. 
You are not returning to your land t© commence a one-man war; 
such intemperate action only invites disaster to the Free 
Albanian Committees cause and dooms an early return of free- 
dom to your countrymen.

As you meet with the various resistance groups 
that have grown in Albania and explain your mission to 
their leaders, the Committee insist# that you clearly 
establish the fact that the Committee has held open a 
place in its council for the strongest and most out- 
standing resistance leader is Albania. They are, through 
you, seeking such a man* It is within your province to 
search out good men, weigh their qualities, and recom- 
mend them for this high and trusted position. 

You may ask, exactly how do I organise this 

force? 

1. Establish yourself as the, officially 
recognised caaalttee contact In your area. T© 
help you, the Commit tee will provide you with 
identifying documents and friendly contacts now
